Special Items For Discussion 
 

1- Continued Discussion on the current state of drug sales, use, and abuse, in Louisville Metro - How do 
we compare with past years presented by Louisville Metro Police Department. 

 
CM Heiner thanked the Louisville Metro Police Department (LMPD) for returning to the committee for continued discussion on the 
current state of drug sales use/abuse.  He mentioned the problems previously discussed and the Departments return to discuss 
LMPD's response to deter the use/abuse of drugs within the Louisville Metro Area.  Lt. Col. Troy Riggs, Louisville Metro Police 
Department, along with Lt. Ricky Brewer & Sgt. Stan Salyards of the Narcotics Division were present.  The following was 
discussed:
